SEEK INLAND WATERWAY. 


Organization Begins Campaign to Con- 
meet New Encland With the 
Carolinas. 

«(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 
 PHTLADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—After a 
two days’ discussion of the project for 
an inland waterway along the Atlantic 
Coast from New England to the Caro- 
linas the Atlantic deep waterways con- 
ference voted this afternoon for a per- 


manent organization and began an 2g- 
gressive campaign to accomplish that 
undertaking. | 

Resolutions are adopted asking the 
assistance of the national government 
and the codperation of all States inter- 
ested in inland waterways. Yester- 
day's sessions were devoted to a dis- 
cussion of a water route from Philadel- 
phie north to B n. Today was largely 
taken up witli addresses on the water- 
ways that are proposed to form part 
of the inland route south to Beaufort, 
N.C. 


‘stated in an address that the present 
conference is one of the most important 
meetings in the history of American 
trade and transportation.
